Union Permitted to Sue 
Newspaper — 
The highest court of New York 

lays down this new rule of law: 
Unincorporated unions 
may maintain suits to re- 
cover damages from 
newspapers for libel in- 
juring the reputation of 
the unions. 

The union involved has 
charged that a news- 
paper falsely and maili- 

ciously stated in an article that 
union officials were feathering 
their nests from initiation fees and 
dues payments and that an em- 
ploye paid a price to an official of 
the union for the privilege of work- 
ing. Damages to the amount of 
$100,000 were asked. The right to 
sue having been upheld, the ques- 
tion of damages will now be tried. 

The court states that publication 
of such an article tends to discredit 
the work in which all members of 
the union have a common interest 
and that the members have a com- 
mon interest in the consequent 
damages. (Kirkman v. Westchester 
Newspapers, Inc., LRR p. 626).

State Federation of Labor Demands Raise in Minimum Wage Rate for Women 


“Would you want your daughter or wife to live on $16.00 
per week?” was the challenge hurled by Edward D. 
Vandeleur, secretary of the California State Federation of 
Labor, when he appeared as a witness at the manufactur- 
ing wage board hearings to amend the wage order cover- 
ing wages, hours and working conditions for women and 


minors in manufacturing industries. 


Representing the California State Federation of Labor, 
Vandeleur testified for an hour before the board, which 
was appointed by the industrial welfare commission of the 
state of California, and which closed its two-day hearings 


in San Francisco last week. 


A brief was filed and was supplemented by testimony 
from representatives of the international ladies’ garment 
workers, other A. F. of L. unions, Buzzell of the Los 
Angeles central labor council, and others, petitioning the 
board to raise the minimum wage for women from $16.00 


a week to $21.00 and upwards. 


Many briefs were filed by the principal employers’ or- 
ganizations in the state. These were represented by their 
attorney, requesting that the minimum wage of $16.00 be 
retained. Their principal witness was Doctor Ross, of the 
University of Southern California, who submitted copies 
of budgets based on wage earners in the $16.00 per week 
category. Only his claim that he had to catch a train 
saved him from further merciless grilling at the hands of 
the labor attorneys, who exposed the utter inadequacy of 
his surveys and their lack of scientific planning. 


Attorneys for the federation and the LL.G.W.U. brought 
out in their questioning that, in connection with his sur- 
veys, Doctor Ross used the services of the Ross Federal

After many weeks of negotia- 
tions by the scale committee, mem- 
bers of Street Carmen’s Union, Di- 
vision 192, voted this week 830 to 
32 to suspend work unless a wage 
increase is granted immediately. 
The vote was the heaviest in the 
history of the division. ° 
According to the committee, which 
is comprised of R. B. Azbell, F. R. 
Burgin, E. J. McGowan, A. E. 
Cooks, J. R. Choate, L. W. Mathews 
and A. E. Brown, representatives 
of the Key system state they are 
not in a position at this time to 
grant an immediate wage hike, but 
may possibly do so in March or 
April of this year. 

Officers and members of the di- 
vision have taken the stand that 
the employes of the Key system 


number of years, and that the in- 
crease in the cost of living justifies 
an increase of from 82% cents an 
hour to $1.05. 
Speaking for the union, President 
Brown states: 

“We do not want to go on 
strike at this time. We are will- 
ing to arbitrate our dispute.

“We also realize that a ‘stop- 
page of work’ would inconveni- 
ence the public but this can be 
overcome by an increase in our 
pay envelopes which has been 
long overdue. 

“Should we be compelled to 

leave our employment we are 
asking the membership of or- 
ganized labor in the east bay 
area to render all assistance to 
us.” 
Attempts are being made by the 
committee to bring about a favor- 
able adjustment of the dispute be- 
fore a strike is called.

enough money for a woman to live on decently. In their 
determination to prove this point, they sought to have 
Doctor Ross try to discredit the Heller budget committee 
at the University of California, whose reputation for scien- 
tific accuracy is about the best in the field. 


Before the attorneys for the federation finished with 
him, it was clearly established that his opinions were not 
based on the slightest ground work of fact. 


After submitting a prepared statement to the board, 
Secretary Vandeleur rose from his chair on the platform 
where the board and the witnesses were sitting, faced the 
board members and passionately underlined labor’s posi- 
tion on the whole wage minimum question. He stated that 
labor was not selfishly interested in this question, since as 
far as labor was concerned it realized that only through 
organization would the wage earners in the lower cate- 
gories be able to protect themselves properly. That all

Profits Received 
By Paintmakers 


BY KOPK . Paintmakers’ Dilem- 
* ma — For centuries 
now, those engaged in the trade of 
paint making have enjoyed a profit- 
able business. But since the rela- 
tionship of paint making and paint 
ownership has changed, such is not 
the case. The worker makes but a 
small share of paint profits. 
Compared to other skilled crafts 
such as the building trades, the 
paintmaker makes a pitiful hour- 
ly wage. Before the three bay 
region unions were organized, the

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wages were unspeakably low . . .| 
40 cents per hour and less being) 
quite common in many factories. 
Top wages in the highest pay fac- 
tories, and for foremen the highest | 
rated workers, was 71 cents per| 
hour. At present the scale runs 65) 
cents per hour for women to} 
$1.07% for foremen. The average 
is around 87% cents per hour. 

And although this scale is far 
from being equitable for the paint-| 
maker, he has more or less been 
able to exist under it. When we 
say not equitable ... we mean for 
the skill involved, for the hazards | 
taken (fire, explosion, lead poison- 
ing, ete.), for the industry profits. 
That is, he has been able to get 
along on it up to the present recent 
boom. 

Previously paint company own- 
ers were able to get and keep their 


| workers satisfied on the claim that 


“although wages were lower, work 


| was steady, nearly the entire year.” 


Such is not the case now .. . in- 
sofar as comparison with the higher 
paid jobs. They, too, are steady. 

It is estimated that close to a 
hundred thousand new jobs, and 
more, are, or will be, opened in the 
bay area. These jobs will be paying 
more per hour, more per day, more 
per week and more per year to 
these thousands of workers. Costs 
of living (department of labor re- 
ports seem only half enough) are 
getting out of bounds. And with 
this great bulk of workers making 
such a great deal more per month 
than the paintmakers’ costs for 
them will be even a heavier bur- 
den. 

And even higher hourly wages 
seem not to be the only solution. 
An example: Only this week a 
paintmaker drawing $1.07% _ per 
hour quit to take a $1.12% hourly 
shipyard job. He gave up seniority, 
vacations with pay, and other 
benefits not given in the yards. 
a nickel an hour difference it 
seemed foolish. But let’s figure it 
out. At the paint factory he earned 
40 times $1.07%, or $43 a week, or 
about $186 a month. Wages that 
were not a bit bad two years ago. 
Now what does he get in the 
shipyards? Let's see 40 times 
$1.12% equals $45. But, wait a 
minute. He also gets two hours 
overtime every day and ten hours

The American Federation of La- 
bor has repeatedly demonstrated 
that higher wages represent only a 
minor proportion of the increased 
costs of production and that in- 
creased productivity of workers 
more than makes up for such wage 
boosts as industry has been forced 
to yield. > 


From the beginning the American 

Federation of Labor took the lead 
in advocating enactment of a price 
control bill as a protection for the 
nation’s wage earners against run- 
away prices. It was shown that 
each jump in the cost of living 
amounted to a pay cut for workers 
since their pay envelope dollar 
would buy less. 
At the same time, the federation 
bitterly fought all moves to place 
wages under federal regulation or 
control on these grounds: 


1—The labor of human be- 
ings, as existing law recognizes, 
is not a commodity or article of 
commerce. 


2—Wage increases do not 
materially affect production 
costs. 

8—Pay envelopes still have a 
long way to go to catch up with 
increased living costs. 

In signing the new law, the 
president made it clear that he is 
far from satisfied with provision 
regulating prices of farm products. 
The farm bloc, 
vehemently for wage regulation, 
saw to it that premium prices for 
agricultural products were assured 
in the bill. Amendments may have 
to be adopted to guarantee farmers 
'a fair return but to prevent steeper 
prices for the necessities of life. 


Go Easy On Workers, 
Draft Boards Warned 


Local selective service draft 
; boards were again reminded re- 
cently that workers are just as 


essential to the winning of the war 
as front-line troops. 

Selective Service Director Lewis 
B. Hershey told the boards to give 
“every consideration” to workers 
in classifying new draft registrants. 
Apprentices who have served a 
year or more in trades essential 
to war production should be de- 
ferred wherever possible Hershey 
said,

A 100 per cent batting average in 
ending or averting strikes was 
scored by the new national war la- 
bor board as it rounded out the 
third week of its activities. 

In three walkouts and one threat- 
ened stoppage, the board’s appeals 
brought immediate results, and pro- 
duction continued pending hearings 
by the board on the issues in dis- 
pute. 

Cases before the board rose to 
40, with close to 200,000 workers 
involved, but not one man among 
these was out on a picket line.
